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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant's arguments rest upon whether Bigus can be properly combined with Aronberg (all other arguments of non-disclosure derive from 
whether the elements identified in Bigus are properly disclosed in combination with Aronberg). Bigus can be combined with Aronberg. 
Bigus discloses installing software on a system based upon gathered information from that system (column 1, lines 38-49). This gathered 
information is both based upon configuration of the system and performance of the system. The obvious combination reveals an 
installation system like Aronberg including using gathered static configuration information and dynamic performance characteristics as 
found in Bigus. Bigus is itself installing software based off of both static system configuration and dynamic performance characteristics and 
is thus analogous to Aronberg. Therefore, the rejections are maintained.
